RUSSIAN RAILWAYS. 


THEIR CONDITION SUCH AS TO RENDER WAR 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


Moscow, Dec. 3.—The state of the Russian 
rallways is such that war seems really impos- 
sible. The Moscow Gazette says: ‘*The news 
coming from Southern Russia is. disquieting. 
On the Wiladikawkas Railway 11,000 cars have 
accumulated, 100 of which are laden with 
grain bought fortherelief of the suffering 
districts. On the Cossleur Woranesch Nosto 
Line 2,600 cars have been allowed to 
collect in the last month. On the 
Assow Line the transport of coal has 
come to an absolute standstill. On 
the Donetz line salt is heaped up, with no 
possibility of getting it forward unless a suffi- 
clent supply of engines and cars should turn 
up from somewhere. If this breakdown on 
Southern lines has occurred before winter 
sets In with its heavy snowfall, what will it 
be after? The moment is very, very crit- 
ieal,’’ 

This newspaper, which Is far from inimical 
to the Government, says that all this confu- 
sion will become far worse should Russia be 
compelied to mobilize her armies on her 
frontier. Itis proved beyond doubt ‘that her 
raliway administration is in confusion; that 
disorder and bad management have perme- 
ated the whole system and that sound direc- 
tion is nowhere to be seen.

Russia’s System of Making Loans on Farm 
Products. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec.’ 2.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Crawford, at St. Petersburg, has trans- 
mittedto the Department of State an tm- 
portant report upon the details and workings 
of a system now in practice in kKussia 
(resembling certain plans incorporated in 
the platform of the Farmers’ Alliance in this 
country) of making advances on farmers’ 
grain stored in warehouses or delivered to 


officials of the country. 
the system briefly stated are as follows: The 
advances on grain may be made by any rail- 
way company on account of the Imperial 
Bank of Russia, authorized by the Minister of 


. They must not exceed sixty per 
Aor gag value ol the grain 
market place except 
loans for ‘ six 
less, when an %) per cent advance 
mien, ‘obtained. The usual interest is 6 per 
cent, payable in advance, with further small 
charges on account of a sinking fund and 
commissions to railroads. The loans range 
from six months to one year, and if not re- 
paid at their expiration the grain is sold by 
the railroad company at auction. Grain may 
also be sold if in danger of deterioration or if 
it is feared that the value will not cover the 
loan and expenses of storage. The railroad 
companies bear the entire responsibility for 
the loan of the Bank and are required to meet 
their liabilities within seven days of settle- 
ment of a loan or auction sale of grain. 
In calculating the percentage of advance the 
cost of transportation to the point of destina- 
tion is charged as part of the loan. No @is- 
tinction is made between farmers and mid- 
dlemen in making advances, the loan being 
made only on the grain. In conciusion the 
ul-General says:

NO NOMINATION LIKELY ON THE FIRST 
BALLOT. 


Speculation on Relative Strength—Crisp 
and Mills the Leaders—The Missouri 
Congressman Placed atthe Bottom of 
the List—Springer’s Adherents Zealous 
and Hopeful—Tabulated Guesswork. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—The Speaker- 
Ship contest to-day shows increasing activ 
ity, anditis evident to all that a crisis is 
rapidly approaching. Gossip is no longer ai- 
rected so much to the relative claims of can- 


didates as to speculation regarding 
the probable withdrawal of the 
weaker aspirants. At the various 


headquarters of the five candidates this 
morning it wasconceded that from present 
indications, with every man remaining in the 
fleld, no nomination would be possible on the 
first ballot. With four-fifths of the Demo- 
cratic congressmen in the city this morn- 
ing, indefinite claims are no longer 
possible, since nearly every man is 
now quite free to express his preference for 
his favorite candidate. The relative pos!i- 
tions of the various candidates at the present 
writing seem to be as follows: Crisp first, 
Mills second, Springer third, McMillan fourth 
and Hatch fifth, although the actual figures 
which their respective followers give out do 
not seem in any case to be fully borne out by 
facts. Only upon one great proposition are 
they all agreed—that with every candidate 
in the field a nomination is improbable upon 
the first ballot. But neither Mr. Mills por 
Mr. Crisp concedes that every candidate will 
be still in the field when the caucus convenes 
next Saturday. 

Realizing that Crisp has a long lead in 
the race the Mills men are pulling every 
wire that can be reached in the Texan’s 
cause.

A ROYAL ROMANCE 


Events Recalled by the Death of Archduke 

Henry of Austria. 
| Virewnwa, Dec. 3.—The death of Archduke 
Henry of Austria and his morganatic wife, 
the events beIng separated by but a few 
| hours, recalls one of the most interesting of 
| the many strange stories of the royal house 
lof Austria. 

Archduke Henry was the youngest son of 
the late Archduke Renier, Viceroy of Lom- 
bardy, and Princess Marie Elizabeth of Savoy- 
Casignan. He was born in Milanon May 9, 
1828. When ® years old he vrotea letter to 


a friend in which he spoke lisparagcingly of 
the young Emperor francis Joseph, wlio had 
just ascended the throne. .fie ar found 
its way intothe colamns ofa Turin news- 
paper and resulted in his Gisgrace. 

Archduchess Sophia, the young Emperor’s 
mother, was virtually the ruierof Austria at 
the time, and she summoned Archduke Henry 
| to Vienna, where he was sharp.y rebuked and 
punished. The young Archduke was deeply 
' devoted tothe military career in which he 
was progressing rapidly, but this was cut 
short foratime Dy a decree tiat he must 
abandon it and enter holy orders 

Later he was restored to favor md returned 
to his regiment.

' On Feb. 4, 1868,the Archduke costracted the

M’MANUS EXECUTED

‘Eugene Maginnis’ Murder Legally 
' Avenged at 10:08 This Morning. 


A FITTING END TO A LONG CAREER OF 
CRIME. 


History of the Tragedy for Which the Ex- 
treme Penalty Was Inflicted — Sen- 
tenced to Death by Electricity—Louis 
Harriott Confesses the Murder of Mrs. 
Leonard—Criminal Record. 


PHILDELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 8.—John McManus 
was hanged in the corridor of the prison this 
morning. The drop fell at 10:08 o’ clock. 

McManus was very restless during the 
night. He arose early and ate a light break- 
fast of tea and toast at 90’clock. Father 
Cleary of Reading called on him early this 
morning and endeavored to cheer him up. 
The Rev. Fathers Daly and Harvey of this 
city visited him later. At 100’clock the pro- 
cession was formed with Sheriff Cornell at 
the head and Superintendent of Prisons Per- 
kins next. Then came the prisone* with 
a priest on each side of himandthe jury fol- 
lowed. After the prisoner had ascended the 
scaffold he deliberately sat down and took off 
his shoes, he having sworn that he would 
‘““‘never die with his boots on.’’ He then 
stood up, and, in a broken voice, said that he 
humbly asked forgivenessand said that he 
freely forgave everybody. His arms were 
then pinioned , the rope adjusted to his neck, 
the black cap placed onhis head, and while 
the priests were praying for him the signal 
was given and the drop fell. 

The crime for which McManus was hanged 
was the fatal shooting onthe night of Feb. 
21, 1890, of Eugene Maginnis. The execution 
of the extreme sentence of the law upon Mc- 
Manus to-day terminates a life that has been 
marked throughout its course by violent 
deeds. McManus was born in this city forty 
yearsago. Inearly life he shot and killeda 
sallor in this city, for which crime he served 
five years in the Penitentiary. McManus, as 
he grew older, took an active part in politics, 
and proved himself on a number of occastons 
an exceedingly useful manto the leaders of 
his ward. His next appearance in the dock 
was forthe fatal shooting in 1879 ofa man 
named Barney Reilly ata Democratic mass- 
meeting. For this crime he was acquitted for 
lack of evidence. Since then brawls, fights 
and assaults have been common incidents 
of hiscareer. For some time prior to the 
commital of the crime for which he was 
hanged, McManus lived with a notorious 
woman named Amanda Cross. Onthe night 
of the murder McManus and the woman, 
Cross, and Maginnis had been drinking to- 
gether. Liquor was McManus’ bane through 
life and seemed to bring all his evil passions 
tothe surface. Asthe party drank together 
McManus accused Maginnis of trying tofalien- 
ate the affections of the woman from him. A 
quarrel took place between the two men and 
Maginais left the house. McManus foliowed 
himand shot him twice. Maginnis died of 
his wounds and McManus was tried and con- 
victed of his murder. When found gulity 
McManus broke out 
against the District Attorney and it was im- 
possible to sentence him atthat time owing 
to his violent behavior. Subsequently Mc- 
Manus was sentenced to be hanged on Aug. 16 
last, but an appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court... This Court gffirmed the sentence of 
the lower court, andthe Board of Pardons 
having refused to interfere, McManus to-day 
answered tothe law for the murder of Ma- 
ginnis.

England Will Call to-Her Aid the 
Heathen Hordes of China 


ALL EUROPE CONCERNED ABOUT THE 
NEWS FROM SHANGHAI. 


An Alliance Said to Have Been Formed 
Between the Pekin and London Gow 
ernments—The Prediction of a Diplomat 
Who Has Studied the Situation— 
Rebels at the Great Wall. 


Panis, Dec. 3.—The situation in China its 
attracting great attention in political circles 
in all the European capitals. This is not only 
due to the fact that several of the powers 
have made demands upon the Uhinese Gov- 
ernment regarding the treatment of their 
respective subjects in that country, which 
the present condition of affairs prevents 
being settled, but because of the extreme 
importance attached to the reports that 
England;has come toan understanding with 
China by which mutual aid will be rendered 
in the event of certain contingencies. 

Eclair to-day publishes an interview 
had with the Chinese Charge d’ Affaires here. 
The representative of the Chinese Govern- 
ment holds optimistic views regarding the 
situation of affairs in China; he expresses the 
most implicit confidence that the government 
will have no occassion to take any extreme 
measures to surpress an attempt at a general 
uprising. 

The Charge dQ’ Affairs declares that the news 
of late received from China regarding the 
disturbance in several parts of the country, 
particularly tn the north,!s greatly exagerat- 
ea. The fears expressed that the rebels in 
the north might push on their march past the 
great wall and reach and invest the city of 


Pekin are calmly brushed aside by the 
Charge d’Affairs, who says that in- 
stead of the Government § staking 


its existence on a decisive battle with 
the insurgents, it would only be necessary 
for the imperial troops to show themseives 
in battle array to so frighten the rebels as to 
cause them to flee.

business of the place is being done to-day on 
one side of* the street. The dam.- 
age, while rather extensive in proportion 
to the size of the town is not very great in 
amount of money lost. Most of the buiidings 
destroyed were cheap frame structures of 
uncertain age, trom one to two stories 
high. The fire created the wildest excitement 
in Webster. All who could geta chance 
tried to save things by drag- 
ging them out of the burning baildings 
into the street and dumping them there. 
Webster is located on the Missouri Pacific Rall- 
road, ten miles from the city, and has 
no fire extinguishing facilities whatever, 
Save such water buckets as may be owned 
by the various residents. 

The burnt district les just south of the 
railroad track onthe east side of the street 
that crosses the railroad at rignt angles, 
the street being known by both the 
names of Churchavenue and Gore avenue. 
The burnt portion was intersected by another 
street running east and west called Moody 
avenue. 

The fire started in the 
Pfeffer & Hess, which was

I have 
seen nests containing from eighteentotwenty 
eggs, but twelve isa goodaverage. Theeggs 
remain in the ground about seventy-five days, 
when the littie animals are released from the 
shell. Their first effortis to dig themselves 
out of the ground, and when they emerge they 
strike out for the water.’* The terrapin 
when about 30dars @ld is about the size 
of a silver quarter. During the first six 
months it grows fast; at the end of that time 
it will probably measure three or fourinches 
inlength, Afterthe first-six months its ex- 

ansion is slow, and all the large ones are 
believed to be several years old. 

At the first approach of cold weather the 
diamond back begins to hunt his home for 
the winter, which is usually at the bottom of 
the pond, where the water ts about five feet 
deep. This is where the larzer ones find a 
bed for the winter, while the smaller ones 
make their winter quarters in the muskrats’ 
leads and runs along the banksof the pond 
or farm. In some places one can find as 
many as fifteen or twenty buried in a colony, 
where they will sleep until the return of 
warm weather. 

The principal attention is given to the ter- 
rapinin warm weather. They require food 
onceaday, although they can go without 
food foralongtime. They are very fondof

PRESIDENT BERNHEIMER WELCOMES 
THEM AND THEY RESPOND. 


Archbishop Ireland Makes an Address 
Which Showed That He Has Material 
as Well as ‘Spiritual Interests at 
Heart— Addresses of Cardinal Gibbons, 
Archbishop Ryan and Bishop Keane. 


The floor of the Merchants’ Exchange was 
fillea to the doors this afternoon by the 
throng that assembled to greet Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Archbishop Kenrick and 
the Roman Catholic prelates who are 
in the city for the purpose 
attending the Golden Jubilee of Arcibishop 
Kenrick, and who had accepted the invita- 
tion extended by the President and Board of 
Directors to visit ’Change. Even the gallery 
was crowded, many ladies being among the 


spectators. At 11:30 Michael McEnnis 
and M. Barker called at the res- 
idence of Archcishop Kenrick, and 


escorted that venerable prelate dnd Cardinal 
Gibbons to the Merchants’ Exchange. At the 
main entrance they were met by P. P.Connor 
and John Mullally, who conducted the hon- 
ored gueststothe elevator, 
the reading room. Here they were greeted by 
President Marcus Bernheilmer and 
the members of the Reception Committee, 
and afterafew moments passedin conver- 
sation, the procession formed and advanced 
tothe rostrum. First came Cardinal Gibbon, 
in company with President Bernheimer, fol- 
lowed by Archbishop Kenrick arm-in-arm 
with Vice-President Geo. H. Plant and Michael 
McEnnis, Both priests were in full canoni- 
cals. In the rear came the rest of 
the clergy and the members of the Recep- 
tion Committee, The clergy present were: 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishops Corrigan of 
New York, Ryan of Philadelphia, Ireland of 
St. Paul, Elder of Cincinnati, Gross of Port- 
land, Riordan of San Francisco, Sabpointe 
of Santa Fe and Bishop Keane, rectorof the 
Catholic University at Washington; Vicar- 
General Brady, Canon O’Hanlon of Dublin, 
Father Parker and Bro. Paulian. Mr. W. J. 
Onahan of Chicago and Mr. W. H. Hughes 
of Detroit were also of the party. 
PRESIDENT BERNHEIMER’S WELCOME. 

The party moved along the north end of 
the hall and ascended the rostrum, Cardinal 
Gibbon occupying the center chair, with 
Archbishop Corrigan on his right and Arch- 


bishop Kenrick on his left. Pres- 
ident Bernheimer’s gavel descended 
and every hat was removed. 
President Bernhetmer said that the 


Merchants’ Exchange enjoyed a rare privil- 
ege in beingableto welcome so many high 
dignitari¢@& ofthe Roman Catholic Church, 
including the highest dignitary of the United 
States, but that this privilege was rendered 
doubly valuable by the fact that 
sO august a concourse had assembled to do 
honor to one of Missouri’s noblest citizens, 
the venerable and beloved Archbishop Ken- 
rick.

ANOTHER CROOKED MAN. 


Sudden Disappearance of the Spanish 
Club’s Assistant Secretary. 
Manuel J. Ferrer, the Assistant Secretary 
of the St. Louls Spanish Club, has disappeared 
and an investigation made by Treasurer 
McQuillin shows that the missing man 
took with him something over $100 belonging 
to the club and its members. 
He collected in all about $400, 
some of it in money and the Dalance in 
checks which he could turninto money, but 
Mr. McQuillin called upon him for a report 
just before his disappearance, and  suc- 
ceeded .in getting $267 out of him, and 
later $20 more, making in all 
nearly $300. Ferrer had deposited some of 
the checks in the Mechanics’ Bank in his 
own name, and claimed to Mr. McQuillin 
that he had intended to turn them 
over to him but that not having 
been e to find him, he put them to his own 
acc in bank for safe-keeping. Again, 


when he saw that other discovertes 
were about to be made, he admitted 
having held back $120 which he 


had collected, claiming that he was looking 
for $500 from New York on a dratt which he 
had sent there, and that he expected 
the money befvure he was 
upon for a report on his 
collections. He was to have made a final set- 
tlement a week ago last, Saturday but 
failed to do so and on the follow- 
ing Monday he disappeared. He roomed 
at 2126 Eugenia street, and his landlady 
says that he left there a week ago last 
Monday morning and has not returned. He 
left owing her for half a month’s 
board. He also owed a’$30 bi'l for meals at 
the Metropolitan Restaurant on Fourth 
street, and he collected some 
$30 from new mem bers of the 
Spanish Club which hefaliledtoreport. He 
aiso raised some money on a number 
of opals entrusted to him to sell, but 
exactly how much is not known. He 
was given eighty opals altogether, and none 
have been returned to the owner. Most 
of the money he collected was 
for advertising in the Souvenir 
book gotten up by the excursionists to Mexi- 
co. The money should have been 
aid in checks payable to the 
reasurer of the club, Mr. McQuillin, 
but Ferrer’s acquaintance with the adver- 
tisers enabled himto geta good dealof the 
pay in cash and some of it in checks whitch he 
could realize on. 
Ferrer came here from Philadelphia, where 
he made his living by teaching Spanish, but he 
came originally from San Francisco, where 
his wife was living, it is suppusea, until 
recently. A short time ago he received a rail- 
road pass for her from San Francisco 
to Kansas City and it is now belleved that 
when Ferrer jeft St. Louis he went to Kansas 
City and met his wife there. He is about 30 
or 35 years old, and has a thin mustache of 
dark color.

Mexican Districts Suffering From Famine 
—Interesting Miscellany. 

New York, Dec. 3.—Mr. George Matthews 
has just arrived from Mexico, having deen 2s 
far South as San Cristobal. He says the re- 
ports of the famine in Chiapas and Guatemala 
are away short of thetruth. Drought has 
been followed by famine in the interior dlis- 
tricts of Chiapas and the northern portion of 
Guatemaia. Outside aid was not to be had 
prom ptiy because of a lack of facilities and 
because the real situation was not really un- 


derstcoa. At San Cristobal, Leopisco and 
other towns and cities there was scarcely 
enough food for a full day’s rations, and in 
the small villages and isolated spots, food is 
exhausted. Nearly all the live stock has died 
or been killed for food. Whole families have 
died from starvation and disease caused by 
insufficient food. Mr. Matthews does not be- 
lieve that less than 3,000 lives have been iost 
Owing to the famine and the plague in 
spreading. He thinks that before next harvest 
the country will be a vast graveyard.

These men would be angry if told tirat 
they neglected or ill-used their wives. Yet 
the man who Knows that his wife has no in- 
come of herown, and who never thinks to 
give her money touse until she asks for it, 
certainly has noright to be calleda good or 
kind husband. 

Isawa country home not.long azo where 
the barns and stables were all‘in the best of 
order, and every convenience was at hand for 


the care of stock and poultry. The owner of 
these premises exhibited the keenest pride 
as he showed me about the well kept grounds. 
And he showed no shame as he ought to have 
done, when I entered his meagerly furnished 
home, where his. tired-lookin wife was 
obliged to perform the work with no conven- 
lences or comforts to ey od the labor less 
irksome. He had the latest Kind of a hencoop 
and harness, but he had not thought to puta 
drain-pipe inthe kitchen to save her the 
labor of Carrying out waste water in palis, or 
to attach a hose to the windmill which 
pumped water to his stock to bring the water 
to her door, If he had given her a portion of 
the proceeds of his sales of stock, she could 
have bought these improvements for herself. 

The wife of a millionaire told me that her 
whole life had been embittered by the memo. 
ries of her early years of wifehood, ‘‘I was 
obliged to ask for money, even for5 cents, 
with which to buy a patr of shoe laces,’’ she 
said. ‘*My husband never gave me money of 
his own accord, and I used to lie awake 
nights and weep tears of mortification before 
asking for anything I needed for myself.’’ 

I might multiply such cases indefinitely 
were [to relate incidents which 1 have seen 
and heard in real life. There are far too 
many such husbands Im the world, good. 
hearted fellows, who do not waste their sub. 
Stance in riotous living, and who believe 
they are saving their money for the support 
of wife and children; yet at the same time 
whoare slowly murdering the pride and re- 
finement born in every good woman’s heart, 
and destroying the happiness or their wives 
and their homes by a thoughtless selfishness 
and lack of perception in this most delicate 
of matters. 

No man has a right to marry who its not 
willing to give a woman part of his income, 
in weekly or ‘monthly installments. Let the 
day laborer give his wife a part of his wages, 
the clerk a portion of his salary, the mer- 
chant a portion of his inc®me. If he sees that 
she makes foolish or extravagant use of this 
money, he should tell her so, and reason with 
her. But he should not take it for granted 
that woman is an inferior being, incapable of 
using money judiciously. And he should not 
feel himself entitled tothe respect or appre- 
ciation of his wife if he compels her to mor- 
tify her pride and womanhood by asking him 
for sige §

the subject of thisartigle. And these same 
menare the instigatorm® of woman’s insur- 
rection. Laying aside the matter of duty, a 
husband can adopt no better policy with a 
wife than the allowance system. It en- 
ponders and promotes economy and good 
nature. 

If all men were like the best men—God 
bless them—there would be no such thing as 
‘*Woman’s Emancipation’’ talked about. It 
is mortified pride, and crucified sensitiveness 
on the money aitars which has made woman 
rush from the home to therostrum. The 
surest way to silence her clamor for equal 
rights would be to havethe good men of the 
land passa law enforcing husbands to place 
a certain amount at the disposal of their 
wives, thissum tobe regulated by the hus.- 
band’s Income. 

I heard an eminent lawyer say not long ago 
that fully nine-tenths of the divorce cases 
which came into his hands he traced to this 
one cause—the fallure of husbands to provide 
an allowance for the wife. 

A vast number of unhappy homes, wherein 
the husbands regard themselves as un- 
fortunate beings, might be rendered peaceful 
and pleasant by a little thoughtfulness and 
liberality on the husband’s part in this 
matter.

A Later-Day Viking and, His Ambitious 
Trips on the Sea in a Chicago Rowboat. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
A young Swedish journalist, whose name Is 
M. C. G. Uddgren, has rowed a small boat 
all the way from Gothenburg to Calais, and 


hopes to complete his journey to London 
when the weather moderates. Heisa finely 
bullt, fair-haired, brawny man onthe sunny 
Side of 30, and hails from Viken, or Bohuslan, 
the center of the old vikings’ country. With 
some of the viking’s biood in his veins, the 
adventurous yvoung Swede determined to row 
from Gothenburg to London, a distance of 
over a thousand matles. The following ac- 
count, which M, Uddgren gave of histrip to 
one of our representatives, will be of interest 
to others outside the confined circle of 
**boating men:’’ 

*‘*Ever since I was a boy of6,’’ said the 
young man, ‘‘I have been accustomed to row- 
ing in small boats In rough seas, and while I 
was stilla lad lrowed some 200 miles along 
the Swedish Coast. When I suggested the 
trip I have now almost acomplished the idea 
was eagerly taken up by some sportsmen in 
Gothenburg, who offered to find money for my 
expenses, but when the project had been pub- 
lished in the papers and the date determined 
for my departure they withdrew, saying the 
responsibility was too great. _But I had been 
training ever since April 1, rowing daily more 
and more hours, andl had set my heart onthe 
voyage. Sol started all the same on July 4 
from Gothenburg. 

‘*My boat is eighteen feet long and three 
feet nine inches wide. It is an ordinary row- 
ing boat, but covered with canvass, likea 
canoe. The sculls are fastened to the rollocks 
so that they can’t slip. She was made bya 
Chicago firm, who sent her to the Stockholm 
Exhibition. 

‘‘When I started I had neither sufficient 
clothing nor food, Ihad left my watch at 
home, and had no compass, and I had only 
15 shillings in my pocket. All the coast from 
four miles south of Gothenburg was quite new 
tome, andl bhadaterrible time. Night after 
night I had to sleep in my boat, very cold 
and wet and hungry. One night I was the 
guest of a fisherman, anotber of a farmer, a 
third of a Count in his castie. Everybody 
offered me shelter and gave me the run of the 
larder. Why, niy voyage from Copenhagen to 
Kiel, which nearly took a month, only cost 
me twelve shillings! Istayed five days at 
Kiel, and then, accompanied for some dis- 
tance by members ofthe Kiel Rowing Olub, 
which had housed and entertained me, made 
my way throughthe Elder Canal to Tonning. 
Now I had had tremendous waves in the 
Cattegat, but had not had hitherto to reckon 
with heavy tides and strongcurrents. To 
avoid comingto grief on the banks at the 
mouth of the river Elbe. I had to go right 
out to sea, and had a very Gangerous trip to 
Cuxhaven. Thence to Amsterdam, along 
the coast, I had the hardest work in 
all my journey, the sea was so rou 
and the winds so strong. Besides, the Schies- 
wig-Holstein people were not so Pane 
as the Danish, andi had often great difficulty 
in getting a bed. After my filness 1 was 
afraid to risk sleeping out in wet sings. 
And my clothes were always wet with rain, 
or with the waves that constantly broke over 
the Guy, often threat to swamp her. 
In the Zuyder Zee I had once to row for 
thirty-three hours at &@ 8st . nearly 
went out of my m veral times, and the 
great exertion, continued day after day, now

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Nicholas Blunt’s Daughter Rescues His 
Corpse From Medical Students. 


COMPLICATIONS ABOUT A CADAVER AT 
THE MISSOURI MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


After the Girl Had Claimed Her Father’s 
Body a Doubt Was Raised as to Wheth- 
er the Right Body Had Been Delivered 
—The Relatives Finally Make a Positive 
Identification. 


The body of Nicholas Blunt was laid to rest 
yesterday afternoon in the Holy Trinity 
Cemetery after a series of adventures that in 
strangeness probably eclipsed anything that 
Blunt had experienced in life. 

The old man was 66 years of age and died at 
the Poor- house last Saturday. The body lay 
in the dismal dead-house for the requisite 
forty-eight hours, and when no one claimed 
it the Poor-house authorities carried it away 
to the Missourl Medical College asa prize 
subject for the scalpel of the _ students. 
The body arrived last Monday at 
the college, and Janitor Peter Finan got it 
in readiness for the class in dissection Tues- 
day night. The hours of dissection are 8 tc 
ll o’clock, and Tuesday evening the students 
were gathering inthe the lecture-room, and 
were commenting on the admirable spec!i- 


men they were aboutto operate on that 
evening. It was the body of 
Nicholas Blunt. The corpse was _§ stark 


naked, clean and fresh from the embalming 
work of Peter the janitor. The Knives and 
instruments of the demonstrator Dr. A. y. 
L. Brokaw, who had not yet.arrived, were 
arranged on the side of the table, and the 
students were ready for the opening incision, 
The college had nine other bodies in keep. 
ing, but the one on the table was the iast 
one received, and from the standpoint of the 
medical studen, was the gem of the 
collection. Ina word, the students could not 
receive a worse set-back than a disappoint- 
ment in the dissection of Nicholas Blunt, for 
that meant study upon some other 
cadaver that was anything but pleasant to 
the gaze of even a student.

The class had just taken up its position tn 
line behind the body when a ring at 
the bell summoned Peter Finan to the door. 
lie was confronted, not by Dr. Brokaw, as 
he expected, but by Sarah Blunt, the daugh.- 
ter of Peter Blunt, In her hand she carried 
an order from Drr Brokaw _ forthe last body 
received from the Poor-house. She was 
shown the body of her father and at once rec- 
ognized it. She asked the janitor to set it 
aside until the undertaker should call for it.

Nicholas called Jan. 24,and the doctor 
said she would be dead before morning. 
Nicholas relied on the infallibility of the doc- 
tors, and in the morning, Mr. Mark E. 
Sweney of Cullen & Kelly was at Pius Hospital 
with embalming fluids and undertaking par- 
aphrenalia. He asked for Etta Blunt. and 
the sisters, who knew him, told him that the 
woman was bot dead. He was astonished 
and much discomfited at the mistake and 
ps are Me dle two days later : how- 
ever, and Cullen & Kelly had n 
prepare for burtal.

His two sonsand his son- 
in-law, Richard Mayo*Smith, are named 
executors of the will. The name of the son, 
Maicolm W. Ford, does not appear inthe 
will once in any connection, not even among 
the signers of the consentto probate. Heis 
sick abed at the family residence, 91 Clark 
street, Brooklyn, but will’ probably contest 
the will. 

Ford’s fondness for athletics caused him to 
giveup his share in his father’s millions 
rather than give upthesport. He is famous 
throughout the land as an athiete and is 
well-known in St. Louis, where he has com- 
peted in games. Ford isa member of the 
Manhattan Athletic Club of New York City. A 
few years ago there was quite arumpus in 
athletic circles over some action taken by 
some athletic associgtion in barring him out 
of anamateur tournament because,as was 
alleged, he competed as a professional in 
some games under another name.

THE FIELD WRECK. 


— 


How a Once Proud Name Has Been 
Brought to Shame. 


INSANITY A CHARITABLE PLEA TO COVER 
* THE CRIME. 


Methods Adopted to Get the Criminal 
Away From His Enraged Creditors—iIn- 
gratitude, Duplicity, Forgery and 
Theft Resorted to by the Broken Finan- 
cier—Latest Developments. 


New YorRK, Dec. 3.—The mystery surround- 
ing every phase of the Mield failure was 
equaled by that which encircled the where- 
abouts of Edward Field after he left the con- 
ference of his business associates on Friday, 
the day the wreck was announced on the 
Stock Exchange. He-went at once to his 
house, 125 East Twenty-first street. 

Creditors, who felt that Field had robbed 
them of thousands, were calling ior the 
vengeance of the lawand detectives were 
placed on guard. Men paced the walks on 
the Gramercy Park and Lexington avenue 
sides, and even the rear of the house was 
watched. Field had been seen to ascend the 
steps with unsteady tread. Then the big 
doors had slammed shut and to a stranger’s 
ring there was noresponse, The home of the 
bankrupt son was as closed to the world as 
the house next door, where his aged father 
and his sister, the wife of his rulned partner, 
lay dying. Every curtain at the windows 
was tightly drawn. Some one must have 
been on watch though, for. when the few who 
had been accustomed to visit the family rang 
the bell the door was quickly opened. It 
opened for messenger boys, but that was all. 
Detectives tried to learn if Edward M. 
Field was still there. Reporters sought 
a word of information concerning the strange 
rumors that crept fromthe seemingly mute 
household. But they learned nothing there. 
Now and then a caller dropped a ciueto what 
was goingon within. Dr. Lindley, the fam 

ly physician, was a regular caller. Night and 
day the detectives were supposed to keep 
their eagle eyes on that house. 

They were there tosee that Mr. Field did 
not leave it, yet, about 2 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, Edward M. Field walked down the 


steps alone and disappeared at Fourth 
avenue from sight of the house, unseen and 


unmolested. He was not disguised otherwise 
than as his hallucination had marked his face 
with care. His coat collar was turned upand 
he successfully endeavored to represent him- 
selfas one of the numerous callers during 
that afternoon atthe Field house. The fam- 
ily physician and a member of the family had 
preceded him and a carriage was waiting in 
Fourth avenue, into which the party entered. 
They were driven atonceto the house of a 
friend in the northern partofthecity. There 
Mr. Field went to bed.» Drs. Ingram, Fitch 
and Matthews went to examine the bank- 
rupt’s mental condition. They reached his 
bedside at 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 

Mr. Field received them as consulting phy- 
Sicilians, but was not aware of the special 
investigation they were making. They talked 
with him about business and about his fam- 
ily. Mr. Field had become weak. .He was 
tremulous in speech and action and in- 
coherently said he did not know where his 
wife was or where he saw his wife or brother 
last. His mental depression was marked and 
in the extremes ofemotion. He layghed and 
cried alternately with vehemence, His hands 
shielded his face when weeping, pressing so 
hard on the dry, flabby flesh thatthe fingers 
left their impress, orthey clutched at imag- 
inary objects in the air, waved about and 
shook the man’s large frame. With weak 
voice and incoherent sentences Mr. Field 
said that he would have killed himself but 
for a solemn promise to his wife. He feared 
that men would take him from the house and 
cast him from the street spans which 
crossed thetracks north ofthe Grand Cen- 
tral Depot before an engitte, which would 
crush him. 

For three hours, in allthese varied moods, 
the physicians watched the sick man. Their 
conference was short. They agreed to attest 
legally to Mr. Field’s insanity. Then Dr, 
Ingram advanced tothe bedside. The doe- 
tortold him, in aconsiderate way, that he 
was insane and needed special treatment at 
once. 

‘*‘What are you gofpiIgto do with me? Take 
me away?’’ he inquired. 

**Yes , it’s best that you should go to an in- 
stitution where you can get the best care and 
rest.’’ 

‘*Do you think whenI get some rest that I 
will get over my sickness?’’ the patient in- 
quired, 

The doctor said time would answer that. 
Then followed the commitment and removal. 

The medical certificate of lunacy, upon 
which KEdward M. Field was committed to 
Vernon House, Mount Vernon, sets forth that 
Field is 36 years Of age; that his present at 
tack was gradualinits onset andthat he is 
depressed and very excitable. Inreply to a 
question in printed blank the certificate says: 
**He has threatened suicide.’’ The sup- 
posed cause of his disease is given as ‘‘over- 
work—business worry.’’ His habits are de- 
scribed as *‘temperate; has been inclined to 
intemperance of late.’ 

Asevidence of his insanity the certificate 
quotes these words of Mr. Field: ‘tl don’t 
Know where™I saw my wife last. I don’t 
know where I saw my brother last. Iam in 
constant fear of bodily harm from my en- 
emies, whol think are coming here to take 
me down to Forty-second street to throw me 
under a train. I think they want to hang 
me; they would doit ifthey could. I have no 
friends leftexcept my wife, my father and 
my brother. Ithink the guard ought to be 
doubled here to protect me, Iknow they 
want to kill me.’’ 

A friend of the Field family said yesterday 
that one of the circumstances to be brought 
up at the inguiry was the reckless gift by 
Field of a property worth thousands of dollars 
to a man with whom he had dealings in the 
Street, It is expected that several similar 
instances will be discovered and brought out 
on the hearing. 

The next new development is related by the 
represeagiative of a large German banking- 
house, ccording to this, Field in his des- 
peration for the name of asttip and the

‘‘This story about Edward M. Field robbing 
his father by taking the securities represent- 
ing his father’s entire fortune from a strong 
box to which he was permitted access, I pro- 
nounce to be entirely and unqualifiedly 
false,’’ said Dr. David Lindley to a reporter. 
‘‘Whatever of his father’s fortune may have 
been used by Edward M. Field was given to 
him with the fullest and freest knowledge by 
his father. This Istate most positively. As 
to Cyrus W. Field being a ruined man and as 
poor now as the day he was brought into the 
world, I think that a very great exaggera- 
tion, and I donot believe Mr. Field said what 
is attributed to him, because he has not 
been informed of the full facts of the troubles. 
Mr. Field has enough to live comfortably on, 
however, as long, in all possibility, as his life 
may be prolonged.’’

MANTELL SUED FOR DIVORCE. 


Revelations That May Result in Several 
Other Suits. 

NEw YorK, Dec. 3.—The most recent devel- 
opments in the Mantellcase are interesting 
in their possibilities, states a morning paper. 
As already told, Mrs. Robert B. Mantell has 
instituted proceedings fora legal separation 
withalimony against the handsome young 
actor, who has for many years been a favor- 
ite of matinee audiences, It was generally 
thought by friends of both parties that the 
disagreement between husband and wife 
could be settled by an amicable arrange- 
ment. But lawyers have notified the wife 
that Mr. Mantell has engaged their services 
by telegraph to defend his case, and the at- 


torneys are now awaiting a formal letter of 
authority toenable them to contest the suit 
brought by the actor’s wife. During the 
past week Mrs. Mantell has been engaged in 
arranging the detaiis of evidence, the in- 
criminating letters and teiegrams, and the 
array of witnesses she intends to produce in 
-court. “These evidences will, it is affirmed, 
not only secure her a speedy and triumphant 
verdict, but unearth matters that will aston- 
ish the public. 

At prgsent Mrs. Mantell is inclined to name 
as cO-respondents in the suit which she is 
bringing against the actoronly two actresses, 
a wealthy young woman and the wife of a 
prominent man. But as each day brings new 
witnesses and bits of circumstantial evidence 
to light there is considerable probability that 
when the Manteli reparation suit comes to 
court it will be pregnant with sensations that 
will be of interest in social as well as tneatri- 
cal circles. 

In the approaching suit the chief struggle 
among the lawyers will be on the question of 
sultable alimony. During his season of 
thirty-three weeks last year under the man- 
agement of and equal partnership with 
Augustus Pitou, the net profits earned by 
Robert B. Mantell were $35,000. This year the 
tour is wholly his own venture and as his 
business has been larger than ever before Mr. 
Mantell’s income will reach a sum not far 
under $40,000. 

Meanwhile new complications have arisen 
which will turn the matter from its present 
phase as an emotional drama into what may 
result ina tragedy. Miss Charlotte Behrens, 
the leading woman of the Mantell company, 
is in private life Mrs. Hume. Her husband is 
atheatrical manager of some prominence. 
As he is devotedly attached to his wife it was 
only natural that this gentleman should be 
ceeply concerned by the connection that cer- 
tain newspaper reports of the trouble made 
of Miss Behrens’ name in relation to the suit 
brought against Robert Mantell. The Mantell 
company is playing this week at the Bijou 
Theater, Pittsburg. Mr. Hume departed for 
the smoky City last nightin a high state of 
agitation, affirming that he would at all 
hazards defend his wife’s honor. His friends 
fear that Mr. Mantell’s Ife will not be safe 
unless Mr. Hume’s passion cools in the 
twelve hours’ ride to Pittsburg. If Mrs.
